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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR LI 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/18/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson 
(US 2,808916). 

With regard to claim 1, Johnson discloses a control device comprising a pressure 
regulator (72), and configured to limit a maximum pressure provided to the motor (10); 
a torque limiting timing device (control system, col. 4, line 22) in fluid communication with a 
pressure regulator (72), and configured to shut-off fluid flow to a motor (10) at a predetermined 
time (col 4, lines 54-55; col. 5, lines 13-20). 

With regard to claim 2, the control device of Johnson is capable of being user adjustable 
predetermined time. 
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With regard to claim 3, the control device is capable of controlling a predetermined fixed 

time. 

With regard to claim 4, the pressure regulator is a valve (74). 
With regard to claim 5, the torque limiting timing device is a shut-off valve (66). 
With regard to claim 9, Johnson shows the control device remote from the tool (10). See 
Figure 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Johnson 

With regard to claim 6, Johnson discloses all claimed features of the invention except for 
a control device releasably attachable to a tool. However, having releasably attachable control 
device involves only routine skill in the art. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to modify the control device of Johnson to be releasably attachable to a tool. 

With regard to claims 7 and 8, Johnson discloses all claimed features of the invention 
except for a control device being modular and integral with the tool. However having control 
device being modular and integral with the tool involves only routine skill in the art. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to modify the control device of Johnson to be modular and integral to the tool 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
